Obama administration to stop defending Defense of Marriage Act in court

WASHINGTON President Obama has or 
dered the Justice Department to stop 
defending the constitutionality of the De- 
fense of Marriage Act, which defines mar- 
riage for federal purposes as only between 
a man and woman, according to a state- 
ment Wednesday from Attorney General 
Eric Holder. 

“The president has concluded that given 
a number of factors, including a docu- 
mented history of discrimination, classifi- 
cations based on sexual orientation should 
be subject to a more heightened standard 
of scrutiny,” Holder said. 

The key provision in the law “fails to 
meet that standard and is therefore uncon- 


stitutional.”

The Defense of Marriage Act was 
passed in 1996 by the GOP-controlled 
Congress and signed into law by 
President Clinton. It bars federal rec- 
ognition of same-sex marriages and 
says states cannot be forced to recog- 
nize such marriages from other states. 


“Given that conclusion, the president has 
instructed the [Justice Department] not to 
defend the statute” in two pending cases in 
New York, Holder said. “I fully concur with 
the president’s determination.”

The administration had a March 1 
deadline to respond to two lawsuits against 
the measure in New York. The 2nd US. 
Circuit Court of Appeals —which includes 
New York—is the only federal circuit nev- 
er to have decided the basic legal question 
of whether a law discriminates against gays 
and lesbians. 

In July, a federal judge in Massachusetts 
became the first to rule the law unconstitu- 
tional. US. District Judge Joseph Tauro said 
that “irrational prejudice plainly never con- 
stitutes a legitimate government interest.” 

The White House spokesperson said 
Wednesday the administration will con- 
tinue to enforce the law.

SAN FRANCISCO Gay marriage supporters 
asked a federal appeals court Wednesday to 
allow an order lifting California’s gay marriage 
ban to take effect right away, according to a 
court filing. 

District judge found Cali- 
fornia’s gay marriage ban, otherwise known as 
Proposition 8, unconstitutional. 

That judge ordered Proposition 8 lifted, 
but an appeals court stayed that decision 
pending appeal.

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Danger lurks in 
boytriend’s hair 


I’ve trekked to Machu Picchu, hiked 
the Himalayas and even survived the 
2004 tsunamis of Southeast Asia. Yet 
there has been no more terrifying experience 
than my most recent venture: cutting hair. 

My boyfriend, who always has had impec- 
cable haircuts, suddenly opted to hire me, 
a styling novice, for his quarterly trim.

I informed him that 
I required other basic necessities: a sheet or a smock (he used newspa- 
pers), hair clippers (he looked blankly at the child scissors) and a spray 
bottle (he simply dunked his head in the sink). 

I felt cheap, like a street barber in the ghetto, not that cute girl in 
the YouTube video with her man. Still, I didn’t let the lack of proper 
tools prevent me from getting to work. 

I grabbed a chunk of his bangs and prepared to make my first inci- 
sion when he stopped me with a scream and asked me if I knew what 
I was doing. I smiled kittenishly. “No.” 

Terror flashed through his eyes. He suddenly realized the gravity of 
his mistake, but it was too late. He told me to start from the back so 
that if I messed up, it would be unnoticeable. 

He lied. I messed up. And it was noticeable. 

The haircut took about 1 1/2 hours to complete—an unnaturally 
long period of time. His only directions were to make sure everything 
was even. Unfortunately, I didn’t know what that meant, and each 
time I put his hair through my fingers, as I had seen stylists do count- 
less times, I cut ... except that every cut was uneven, and by the time 
I was done, it looked like a knife fight had ensued on his head. There 
also was a newly fashioned bald spot above his ear. 

After I was finished, my boyfriend looked in the mirror and just 
stared in silence. I hung my head in shame, waiting for cursing, or a 
break-up. Instead, he said, “Not bad for your first time.” 

I was overjoyed. I was a success! I stuck my hand out for a tip—he 
reached into his pocket to fish for something but as he turned his 
head, he saw his bald spot. Uh-oh. 

In the end, he still gave me a tip: “Stick to writing.”

MORE BLACK WOMEN LANDING 
LEAD ROLES—BUT IS IT ENOUGH?

“Let’s Stay Together” focuses on a sin- 
gleton, an engaged couple and a mar- 
ried couple.

Brock Akil; Shonda Rhimes, creator of “Grey’s Anatomy,” “Pri- 
vate Practice” and “Off the Map;” and South Side native Erica 
Hubbard, who is starring in “Let’s Stay Together.” 
Brock Akil, a Northwestern University graduate, is experiencing 
a career high after relaunching “The Game” on BET to a record- 
setting 7.7 million viewers last month, after it was canceled from 
The CW in 2009. 
And Hubbard, who previously starred on ABC Family’s 
“Lincoln Heights,” said she is proud to play Kita Whitmore

Black women on TV have come a 
long way since portraying domestic 
workers in the 50s and ’60s, pop cul- 
ture academics say. RedEye takes a 
look back at iconic leading actresses 
and the mainstream TV roles that 
helped define past decades. 


Diahann Caroll broke out with a historic role as 
“Julia” on NBC in the late 1960s. The character, a 
nurse and self-sufficient single mother, marked 
a break from black women primarily portrayed 
as domestic workers on TV. Some criticized the 

_ character as a safe one that white America could 
**/ relate to during civil rights unrest, said Darnell 
C Hunt, UCLA's head of black cultural studies. 


Though the CBS show later was criticized 
for focusing too much on buffoonish J.J. ¥ 
Evans, the *7Os-era “Good Times” intro- 
duced America to a strong set of black 
parents, including nurturing mother Florida 
Evans. Esther Rolle’s dignified portrayal 
contrasted with cartoonish “mammy fig- —_, 
ures” that once dominated TV, Hunt said. [= 


on BET’s “Let’s Stay Together,” which is 
executive produced by Queen Latifah. The 
Columbia College Chicago grad describes 
the character as a multidimensional, single 
black woman surrounded by black couples 
who are deeply in love. 

“Tt is about African-American relation- 
ships and commitment and dedication,” 
Hubbard said of the show, calling it part of 
a “phenomenal movement to show more 
people of color defying stereotypes on TV.” 
“It’s great to be celebrating our own image 
and culture.” 

Despite gains for black female TV actors, 
work remains to be done, according to the 
head of black cultural studies at the Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles. Much of 
the progress is occurring on cable TV, which 
traditionally draws smaller viewership num- 
bers than network shows, UCLA's Darnell 
Hunt said. 

He said black actresses also are relegated 
to less prominent roles as part of ensemble 
casts on shows such as “The Good Wife” 
and “Grey’s Anatomy.” 

Black women in lead roles also are absent 
from ABC, CBS, NBC, Fox and The CW. 
One exception, the J.J. Abrams creation 
“Undercovers”— featuring a black husband 
and wife who were spies—was canceled 
from the NBC schedule in November. 

Complicating matters, according to 
Hunt, is the lack of an organized academic 
effort to track the progress of diversity on 
TV. 

“We are just not holding the networks’ 
feet to the fire,” Hunt said. “And that is espe- 
cially important as some of us operate under 
the false notion of a post-racial society. We 
have to keep measuring progress.” 

The last in-depth analysis of black char- 
acters in general on TV surfaced in the win- 
ter of 2008, when the NAACP released the 
fourth in its TV diversity series of “Out of 
Focus, Out of Sync.” 

The NAACP study revealed, among oth- 
er statistics, that number of minority actors 
in prime-time shows decreased from 333 in 
the 2002-03 season to 307 in 2006-07. 

That same year, Entertainment Weekly 
pilloried network executives after analysis

of the 2008 fall schedule revealed the only 
black leading character on network TV was 
“Cleveland Brown” —an animated character 
voiced by a white actor. 

“Tt was ridiculous,” Entertainment Week- 
ly’s executive editor, Kristen Baldwin, said 
of the 2008 schedule and subsequent re- 
search that revealed each of the five major 
broadcast networks was “whiter than the 
Caucasian percentage [66.2 percent] of the 
United States population,” based on 2007 
census estimates. 

For example, though 12.9 percent of the 
population was black, according to the cen- 
sus, ABC’s lineup offered 9.4 percent black 
characters. 

Some, however, see bright spots and even 
opportunity in today’s landscape. 

“If you are a black woman looking for 
yourself on TV, you can go to cable to get 
that,” said Cori Murray, entertainment di- 
rector for Essence magazine. Murray said 
much more work needs to be done to di- 
versify network leads, but added Essence 
strives to stress the positive in its coverage 
of black women’s issues. 

“Td rather see us someplace than not at 
all.” 

Brock Akil, in addition to creating “The 
Game,” also helmed the ensemble dramedy 


Nell Carter played a housekeeper who worked 
for a widowed police chief, who was white, 
and helped raise his daughters on this NBC 
show. Critics have said that Carter, though 


“Girlfriends.” 

She said her disappointment that both of 
her creations were canceled from The CW 
was tempered by the fact that “The Game” 
now has returned with a new cable home 
and record-breaking audience. The net- 
works are taking notice, according to Brock 
Akil, who said her phone is ringing off the 
hook. 

“Though I definitely would like to see 
more diversity, my husband {Salim Akil] and 
I look at this as a chance to create opportu- 
nities for ourselves and our company,” Brock 
Akil said. 

“This is our chance to provide the thing 
that’s missing. With TV One and BET now 
accepting scripted shows, we see two big 
doors swinging open.” 

Renewed interest in “The Game” could 
help others, Entertainment Weekly’s Bald- 
win said. 

“Tt’s just like when ‘Lost’ succeeded, you 
saw more sci-fi shows and when ‘Grey’s 
Anatomy’ succeeded, you saw more shows 
about doctors,” Baldwin said. 

“Tf the networks see shows about A frican- 
American women doing well, they'll glom 
on to that and try to come up with a version 
of their own.”

Emanuel rolls out plan to ‘chart a different course’ for the city

Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel on Wednes- 
day said he plans to quickly form his tran- 
sition team and get involved in some of the 
still-undecided aldermanic contests. 

Little more than 14 hours after declaring 
victory, Emanuel bounded onto the stage 
of the Union League Club for his first news 
conference as mayor-elect. 

“This is the first time I’ve seen you from 
this perspective,” Emanuel said to a room 
full of reporters, enjoying his height advan- 
tage. 

Emanuel was at ease, having stuck to 
his early morning workout and CTA stop 
routine. 

Emanuel said he will form his transi- 
tion team “with a quick step.” He will call

said he intends to hold regular office 
hours in supermarkets and monthly 
“teleconference townhalls” where peo- 
ple can ask questions or provide ideas. 


on people across the city—in academia, 
nonprofit foundations and think tanks, 
and the private sector—to be a part of city 
government. 

“T’ve been involved in a few transitions; 
I’m more appreciative that I have more 
time,” he said, referencing his outright win 
Tuesday to avoid an April 5 runoff election. 
“This is an opportunity to chart a different 
course.” 


Emanuel said he will get involved in the 
14 or so aldermanic races that will go to 
runoffs, repeating a campaign theme that 
he is looking to partner with the new City 
Council. 

“Anybody that wants to be a partner in 
that effort, I want to help, not just in the 
sense that you are looking at in traditional 
[financial] resources, but also policy ideas,” 
Emanuel said. 

Mindful that Mayor Daley still has near- 
ly three months left in office, Emanuel also 
was quick to issue a reminder that there 
can only be one mayor at a time. 

“Mayor Daley will be mayor until 
May 16, not Mayor Emanuel,” he said. 

“It is not my job to plant my car in front 
of his.” 


Alderman hopefuls getting ready for runoff elections 


Many of the City Council’s newest mem- 


bers couldn't quite close the deal and will 
face challengers in one-on-one contests 
following Tuesday’s election, which left 
nearly a third of the aldermanic races 


undecided. 

Half of the aldermen headed for 
the April 5 runoff election were first 
elected four years ago or appointed in 
recent months. In some of those cases, 


challengers sought to play up the fact 
that they faced incumbents who were 
hand-picked by Democratic bosses.

Wal-Mart concept coming to West Loop

Wal-Mart plans to open a Neighborhood 
Market store at the Presidential Towers 
apartment complex in the West Loop in 
what would be the discount chain’s first 
small grocery store in Chicago. 

The world’s largest retailer intends to 
spend $1 million to build out 26,491 square 
feet on one level at the residential tower at 
555 W. Madison St., according to a building 
permit filed on behalf of Wal-Mart. 

The discount chain has been making a 
push to expand into urban centers to jump 


start sales growth. On Tuesday, the retail gi- 
ant reported that sales at U.S. stores open at 
least one year, a key metric of retail health, 
fell for the second year in a row. 

In an effort to turn around the decline, 
Wal-Mart is shifting emphasis away from 
supercenters to smaller format stores in or- 
der to fit into densely populated cities. The 
company plans to open 30 to 40 smaller for- 
mat stores nationwide this year. 

“We continue to be focused on under- 
served communities in the city,” said Steven 
Restivo, director of community affairs at 


Wal-Mart. “At the same time we’re moving 
forward with plans to provide all Chicago- 
ans with access to more affordable food.” 

Wal-Mart operates 182 Neighborhood 
Market stores in the US. The retailer un- 
veiled the small store concept in 1998. The 
stores typically are 40,000 square feet and 
offer fresh produce, dairy, frozen foods, 
beauty supplies and a pharmacy. 

The Neighborhood Market format will 
be the first of its kind in the Chicago area. 
The closest such format is in Indianapolis, 
Restivo said.

She may not be as edgy or 

as flashy as Amy Winehouse, 

Sharon Jones or Duffy, but 
22-year-old British singer Adele Adkins is de- 
livering soul-pop knockouts that far outdo 
the competition on her stirring sophomore 
record, “21.” Very much validating her Grammy 
for best new artist, Adele's voice electrifies, 
whether she’s defiant and confident on the 
funky “Rumour Has It” (which settles into a 
gorgeous-yet-simmering, string-swooning 
bridge) or crushed on the I-guess-it’s-really- 
over “Take It All.” If that foolish guy listened to 
the next song, the explosively swaggering “I'll 
Be Waiting,” he’d surely fall back in love with 
Adele, whose only big stumble on “21” is cover- 
ing the Cure’s “Lovesong,” which slows down 
a bad song and makes it, if not worse, then at 
least more awkward. Throughout “21” Adele’s 
dealing with complicated emotional terrain, as 
even her kiss-offs to a cheater are laced with an 
invitation to come back. She wraps up beauti- 
fully with the piano ballad “Someone Like You,” 
on which Adele continues to mourn a broken 
heart but seems like she'll get over it soon, 
even if she’s likely to wind up in the same situa- 
tion next time.
